But of all the defcriptive Parts of this Song, there 
are none more beautiful than the four following 
Stanzas, which have a great Force and Spirit in 
thei, and are filled with very natural Circum- 
ftances. The Thought in the third Stanza was 
never touched by any other Poet, and is fuch an 
one as would have fhined' in Homer or in Virgil. 


So thus did both thefe Nobles dye 
Whofe Courage none could fiain ; 

An Englifh. Archer then perceiw'd 
The noble Earl was flain. 

He had « Bow bent in his Hand, 
Made of a trufty.Treey 

An Arrpw.of a Cloath-yard long

One may obferve likewife, that'in the Catalogue of 
the Slain the Author-has followed the Example of 
the greateft ancient Poets, not _ in giving a long 
Lift of the Dead, but by diverfifying it with litele 
Charaéters of particular Perfons. 


And with Earl Douglas there ws flain 
Sir Hugh Montgomery, 

Sir Ghiarles Carrel, that from the Field 
One! Foor would never fly: 

Sir Charles Murrel of Ratcliff too, 
Hiss Sifter’s Son was he, 

Sir David Lamb, fo cvell efteem’d, 
Yet ‘faved could not be. 


The ‘familiar Sound in thefe Names deftroys the 
Majeftyof the Defcription; for this Reafon I do 
not mention.this Part of the Poem but to shew 
the natural Turn of Thought that — init, as 
the two lat Verfes look almoft like a’ Tranflation of 
Virgil.

In the Catalogue of the Engli/ that fell, Wishe- 
vington’s Behaviour is in the fame Manner particula- 
rized very artfully, as the Reader is prepared for it 
by that Account which is given of him in the Be- 
ginning of the Battle.

I fhall 
only beg Pardon for fuch a Profufion of Latin Quow’ 
tations ; which I fhould not have made uf of, bul 
that I feared my own Judgment would have look 
too — on fach a Subje&, had not I fupported 
it by the Practice and Authority of Virgil. .
